The three prisoners, all arm ed with 
revolvers and shouting to others to 
follow them, ran toward the warden’s 
office 
There they met Oates, the as­ 
sistant. warden. 
Before Oates could 
defend himself Reed shot him through 
the heart. 
Confusion ensued. 
Con­ 
victs ran about shouting words of en­ 
couragement to the mutineers. 
Final­ 
ly the guards recovered themselves 
and began firing. 
A random shot 
passing through a door in the office 
of Drover, the Bertillon officer, killed 
him.

victs sprang to the prison gate. With 
the keys they had taken from Martin 
they unlocked it and were free. 
Out­ 
side the gato the horse of Dick, the 
warden, was hitched. 
The three men 
sprang into the buggy. 
Four 
men 
were killed within the prison walls 
by the convicts. 
The slayers them­ 
selves were shot* to death outside the 
prison, while fleeing in the warden s 
buggy.

Chicago, Jan. 20.— An extraordinary 
rallying 
of 
bankers 
from 
several 
neighboring states insistent that they 
be included in a federal reserve dis­ 
trict headquarters in Chicago, was a 
significant feature of the hearing at 
the federal building before Secretary 
of the Treasury W illiam G. McAdoo 
and Secretary of Agruculture David F. 
Houston. 
Another 
feature was 
the 
bringing up for the first time of llur 
imporfant role to be 
taken 
by 
the 
branch banks to be established subor­ 
dinate to the reserve 
banks. 
It 
at­ 
tended the strong fight put up by the 
Minneapolis delegation, led by Joseph 
Chapman, in favor of a separate 
re­ 
serve district, headed 
by 
that 
city. 
There was a distinct intimation that 
a branch bank might be established at 
one of the Twin cities and included in 
the Chicago district. 
At the opening session of the hear­ 
ing in the federal building before W il­ 
liam G. McAdoo, secretary of tlm treas­ 
ury, and David S. Houston, secretary 
of agriculture, verbal statements and 
telegrams from business men from sur­ 
rounding states showed that the great­ 
est desire of the states involved was to 
be included in the Chicago teirttory. 
At the conclusion of the day’s ses- 
,-ions it was agreed by the experts who 
had studied the situation that tiie lim­ 
itations of this territory depended to 
a great extent upon a decision con­ 
cerning the claims of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul a« a site for a regional bank. 
Bank for Minnesota. 
Indications, based upon ihe infnrma 
tion placed in possession of the fed­ 
eral officials here during the day, was 
that, either Minneapolis or St. Paul 
would be given a bank. The only ques­ 
tion was whether it would be a branch 
of the Chicago bank or an independent 
institution. 
In the event that an independent 
bank is opened in one of 
the 
twin 
cities it is proposed by Chicago bank­ 
ers— backed by the demands of busi­ 
ness interests in the states named— 
that the Chicago district include: 
Illinois, Iowa, 
Michigan, 
southern 
Minnesota, Indiana, Wisconsin, north­ 
ern Ohio. 
If it should be decided to open in 
Minneapolis or St. Paul a branch ot 
the Chicago instiuMon, the Chicago 
territory may extend 
to the 
Rocky 
mountains. 
Agree on Minimum. 
There was one feature of the pend 
ing national banking arrangement- up 
on which practically all of the bank 
ers heard thus far were agreed— that 
only the minimum number of regional 
banks provided for under the federal 
reserve act should be established. The 
argument advanced to supjiort this 
view wae that 
the entire plan 
was largely experimental and the loca­ 
tion of the banks doubtful, it would be 
better to permit the system to grow

Friends of Form er 
Illinois 
Senator 


Alarmed by Illness. 
Washington, Jan. 20.— Former Sen­ 
ator Shelby M. Cullom, of 
Illinois 
is 
seriously ill at his home in this city. 
He is suffering a general 
breakdown 
due to age. 
Because of his irregular 
heart action his friends fear for his re­ 
covery. Since his retirement from the 
senate last March Mr. Cullom has de­ 
voted his time to the duties of super­ 
vising the erection of the Lincoln me­ 
morial in this city. 
He regarded this 
work as the crowning achievement ot 
his long public career. 
He 
fathered 
this legislation and as a reward for 
his efforts he was made special real 
dent commissioner to supervise the 
erection of the memorial. 


Making Future Farm ers. 
Since the beginning of 1913 the 
state of Victoria, Australia, hati taken 
1,850 boys between sixteen and twen­ 
ty years of age from England. 
All 
these boys have beeu granted steam­ 
ship passages at less than half the 
minimum fare, which is $87.60, ami 
they have been given, a government 
guaranty of farm work immediately 
upon landing in Melbourne. 
Hitherto 
both Australia and Canada have been 
following the policy of trying to take 
only experienced British farm work­ 
ers for the agricultural work of the 
Dominions. 
Australia now takes any 
healthy boy of good character of all 
classes and calling and guarantees to 
place him with a good farmer at 1.82 
to $3.65 per week, according 
to effi­
